(Extract.) Neemuch, June 16, 1857. 

1. I HAVE the honor to submit a report upon the events preceding and 
subsequent to the late mutiny of the troops stationed at Neemueh, as per 
margin,* which has already been demi-officially notified to you. 

2. My daily demi-official communications will have acquainted you with 
the state of feeling which pervaded the troops after the occurrences at Meerut 
and Delhi became"known ; but, until the outbreak of the troops stationed at 
Nusseerabad, the best hopes were entertained that those here would be restrained 
from following in the tide of rebellion. Every effort was made to preserve the 
confidence, of the men, and to make that of the officers in them apparent. 
Colonel Abbott slept every night in a tent in the lines of his regiment, without 
a guard or sentry; and latterly all officers did the same, even with, their families. 
One wing . 6‘7tli Regiment^ Gwalior Contingent, held the fortified squa 
and treasury, and the other wing was encamped close to, but outside, the walls. 
Captain Macdonald, commanding the corps, resided entirely in the fort, for the , 
purpose of better observing and controlling his regiment. Although it is not 
tor me to comment on the actions of commanding officers, I cannot refrain 
from expressing my admiration of the firm and conciliating conduct of all 
officers in command of corps and detachments throughout this trying period, 
mid especially of the tact and calm judgment exercised by Colonel If.

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Dg ine it was necessary to guard the guns, and requesting jrm to go to 
the quarter-guard, and take my rest, and that nothing should happen to myself 
and officers so long as we remain eel with the regiment. A guard with fixed 
bayonets surrounded me, and escorted me to my charpoy in the quarter-guard ; 
the officers also of the regiment were not allowed to move twelve paces without 
a guard following them. Several officers asked me leave to quit the station. I 
told them I had no power, and was a prisoner as themselves; but I had been 
assured by the Subadar, Du deep Sing, that if they would remain quiet in the 
lines till daybreak, he would give them an escort to the boats at Meerun Ghaut, 
and send them off down the Gogra. Two officers trying to escape were fired at

having previously placed sentries all round my bungalow. He stated he was 




sorry for what had occurred, but such was his fate, and he could not prevent it;

We were about leaving the boat, when a party of men came down and inquired 
who was in the boat: being satisfied by the boatmen, they went away. We then 
immediately quitted the boat, leaving everything in it, and starting off to march 
on foot towards Goruqkpore with only the clothes we bad on; our ayah and 
k'hitmutgar accompanying us.

the lad, however, prevailed on the horseman to let us drink water, 
and rest near a village; and whilst so doing, he sent a hoy to call men to our 
rescue. It appeared that Nazim Meer Mahomed Hussein Khan, and his nephew, 
Meer Myndee Hussein Khan, had a small fort close by, about three-quarters of 
a mile off. The Nazim immediately sent out ten or twelve footmen armed, who 
directed us to follow them, and also led the horseman by the bridle, having 
disarmed him. One of the men, however, sent out for our rescue, greatly abused 
me; and, looking to his pistol and priming, swore he would shoot those English¬ 
men who had come to take away their caste and make them Christians. 

About mid-day, we reached the fortified dwelling of the Nazim, and were 
usuered into the place •where he was holding a Council. He bade us rest, and 
take some sherbet, assuring us that. no harm should happen tt us; and he 
rebuked his insolent retainer for hinting that a stable close by would do for us 
to dwell in', as we should not require it long, it being prepared to kill the dogs. 
However, the Nazim rebuked him, and told us not to fear, for he would not 
suffer us to quit till the road was open, and we could reach Goruckpore in 
safety..; G'GW 

On the second day, the Nazim, fearing the scouts of the ,17th Regiment 
would give intelligence that Europeans were hid in his fort, made us assume 
native dresses. The Begum clothed my wife and daughter,, and the Nazim 
clothed me; he then sent a party, dressed up in our English clothing, out with 
an escort, about 9 at night, to deceive his outposts, and also the villagers ; they 
returned, about midnight, in their proper dresses; and it was supposed by- 
all, except the confidential persons of the Nizam’s household, that he had sent 
us away. We remained in captivity, m rear of his zenanah, in a reed-hut, nine 
days, treated very kindly and .considerately, having plenty o(\food, and a daily 
visit from our keeper. After we had been in captivity seven days, the Nazim 
came to me, and said he had just heard that the Collector of Goruckpore was at 
his station, and if i would write a letter to him, he would get ;jfc safely conveyed. 

On Thursday, the 18th of June, an alarm was given that an enemy was in 
full force coining against the fort; my wife and daughter were immediately hid 
in the zenanah ; myself hid in a dark wood gedown. The horsemen, however, 
on nearing the fort, were found to be a party sent by the Collector of Goruck¬ 
pore for our rescue. 'The Nazini furnished my wife and daughter with palkees, 
and the rest of us, on horses, left the considerate and noble Nazim’s at 11 a.m. ; 
and, passing Amorah, reached Capta ingunge at 4 p.m., where I -found Farrier- 
Serjeant Busher, of the Artillery, who also had been rescued by the same 
party that came to our rescue. The next day we. arrived at Bustee, and were 
hospitably received by Mr. Osborne, the opium agent, and his family, who gave 
us European clothing;. After remaining there three days, we proceeded to 
Goruckpore, Azimghur, and Ghazeepore. 

Throughout this severe trial, 1 have found the promise fulfilled to me* and 
my family, “And as thy clay, so shall thy strength be.” 

In conclusion, i most respectfully beg to bring to the notice of Government 
the very generous and noble conduct of the Nazim Meer Mahomed Hussein 
Kfoan, and his nephew Meer Myndee Hussein Khan, of Digdowah Thannah, 
Amorah district, Goruckpore, The Nazim himself, during our captivity, visited

In the above order we dropped down the river on the 9th, a little before sunrise. 
Whilst dropping a sepoy of the 22nd Regiment, Teg Allie Khan, who had not 
joined the mutineers, was observed following in a canoe: he hailed and requested 
to he taken with^be party ; he was accordingly taken in No. 1 boat. An hour 
or so after he was taken up, he made himself useful in procuring boatmen loi 
Nos. 1 and 2 boats near a village. 

After a little delay, which proceeded from getting boatmen, we again, 
proceeded, and in a short time boats Nos. I and 2 passed the town of Adjoodhea; 
this was between 8 and 9 a.m. Boat No. 3 was observed to put in at Adjoodhea, 
and No. 4 was lost sight of, having dropped far astern. 

Nos. 1 and 2 proceeded on, and after leaving Adjoodhea, about three miles in 
rear, put-to to await the arrival of Nos. 3 and 4. After waiting two hours and 
seeing no signs of the boats coming, we again proceeded on for about, nine coss, or 
eighteen miles, down stream, when we observed what appeared to us to be scouts, 
running along; the right bank of the river, and giving notice of our approach. 
We then suspected all was not right—that we had been duped, and purposely led 
into danger; on proceeding a little further, we distinctly observed a regiment of 
mounted Cavalry, and another of Native Infantry in a body at the narrowest 
part of the stream, awaiting our approach. We had no alternative but to 
proceed on. When Nos. 1 and 2 boats arrived opposite to them, they opened a 
brisk fire onus: Serjeant Mathews, who was one of the rowers, was the first who 
fell, a ball having struck him at the back ot the head ; another ball struck my 
hat, and knocked it into stream, sustaining no injury myself; those in No. 2 
boat, about 100 yards behind, seeing our hazardous situation, put their boat to 
at a sand-bank entirely surrounded by water; we, in No. 1 boat, then put-to 
also and went ashore, when Colonel Goldney requested us to lay down our 
arms and wait to see if we could come to terms with the mutineers, they directing 
their fire on us, Nos. 5 and 2, the whole time. Some boats with mutineers 
pushed off from the opposite shore and came towards us; when about the centre 
of the stream they opened fire on. Colonel Goldney observing tins, directed that 
those who could run should, without any further loss of time, endeavour to 
escape, remarking that there was not even the shadow of a chance of our 
meeting with mercy at their hands, and at the same time added that he was too 
old himself to run ; we now, seven in number, including Teg Allie Khan, took 
Colonel Goldney’s advice, and gave leg bail, taking a direction across the country. 
I may here mention, that from this period we remained in ignorance of the fate 
of Colonel Goldney, and those of No. 2 boat. We now started and continued 
running, but did not do so long before meeting with an obstacle which precluded 


our further advance in the direction we marked out, and this Was the junction ot 
two streams, of considerable width; whilst at a standstill and deliberating as 
to our future course, we saw a number of men coming towards us, and whom we 
took for sepoys. All but Teg Allie Khan and Serjeant Edwards jumped into the 
Stream, and thought to escape by. swimming to the opposite bank; after swim¬ 
ming a short distance, Teg Allie Khali called out and told us to return, as they 
were only villagers. I, Lieutenant Ritchie, and Lieutenant Cautley, returned, 
but Lieutenant Currie and Lieutenant Parsons got too far into the stream, and in

On entering the' village, the jemadar who 
accompanied us made us over to a ehowkedar, and directed him to take us to the 
next village, and make us over to the chowkedar of it; and thus we proceeded 
on from village to village, till we arrived at Arnomh; here we were rejoiced to 
meet the party that belonged to No. 4 boat, who told us that as they Could not 
get their, boat along, they desertec I he t and proceeded across the country. We were 
girul to find these gentlemen bad arms, for we who had joined them had not even 
a stick. I must not forget to mention that Teg Allie Khan again formed one of 
our party, for we lost sight of him before crossing the river, where wo experienced 
the kind treatment at the village jemadar’s hands; we did; not remain more 
than a icy minutes at Anioralx, as we were anxious to renew our journey. The 
tessildar, who at this place gave us protection, further aided us by giving each a 
couple of rupees, and one pony to Lieutenant Ritchie, and another to Lieutenant 
Cautley, for the journey; we again started (now at 7 a.m., of the 10th) taking 
the road to Captaingunje, under the guidance of a 
Burkundauzes. 

We reached Captaingunje safely, and inquired at tl 

were any European residents at Bhustee, a place of some ny ___ 

by the jemadar that there were not, but were told that be had received information 
that a party of the 17th Native Infantry, with treasure, had marched from 
Goruckpore, and were en route to Fyzabad, and had halted at Bhustee, and 
advised us not to take the road to Bhustee, but to goto Gye Ghaut, where he said 
we would meet with protection, and get boats to takefos to Dinapore. The 
jemadar furnished us with five tat toes and fifty rupees, and put us under the 
protection of three Burkundauzes, giving them directions to. proceed with us 
to Gye Ghaut. We accordingly started, and after making about eight miles, 
sighted a village (Mohadubbah) which one of the Rurkundauzes invited us to go 
to, telling ns that we could there rest ourselves for a short time, and that he 
would refresh us with sherbet: we agreed, and this Burkundanze, who gave the 
invitation, started off a-head, with the pretence of getting- ready a - place of 
accommodation and the sherbet.

During the night I heard angry 
words pass between Bully Sing and his brother ; I could not exactly make out 
the particulars, but [ remember his brother telling him to beware of what he was 
doing, and that his acts 0.1 the day would perhaps recoil upon himself; however^ 
the result of the quarrel proved in every way beneficial to me, for about 3 o’clock 
in the morning Bully Sing came to me himself, and directed my release from the 
stocks, and asked me if I should not like to have something to eat and 
drink; and his bearing towards me was entirely changed, and wholly-different to 
what it had been. 

1 he following morning a party made their appearance, headed by a villain 
named Jaffir Ally, whom I recognized as the person who shot poor Lieutenant 
Ritchie the previous day, and who fired at me: of this he made a boast at Bully 
Sings when he saw me, and asked Bully Sing to make me over to him, and that 
he would burn me alive; he was told in reply, that 1 would be delivered over to 
no person, and to quit the place. This rascal then said my kismuth was very 
good. I remained at Bully Sing’s ten days, during which time I had no reason 
to complain ot the treatment received ; but this I mainly attribute to the: inter¬ 
ference of his brother in my behalf. 

On the tenth day, a Mr. Peppy sent a davogah, with an elephant and an 
escort, to take me to him. I was glad of the opportunity, and willingly accom¬ 
panied the party ; but it was not without some trouble, and a good deal of 
persuasion, that the darpgah induced Bully Sing to let me go. Anterior 
to this, a Mr. Cook, indigo planter, and. Mr. Patersdn, Collector of Goruckpore, 
made several attempts to get me away from Bully Sing, but to no purpose..

Major-General Heed to the Secretary to the Government of India. 
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Sir, Camp before Delhi. July 16, 1857. 

ON the morning of the 14th the mutineers moved out of the city, and attacked 
our batteries at Hindoo Kao’s house,* and picket in the Subzee Mundee suburb, 
all under the command of Major Reid of the Sinnoor Battalion. Our troops 
remained on the defensive until 3 p.m., maintaining ^.heif - position against a 
force believed to consist of twenty regiments of infantry, a large body of cavalry, 
and several; field-pieces, and supported by a fire of heavy artillery from the walls. 

2. At 3 o’clock a column was formed, as per margin, f under command of 
Brigadier Showers, to drive the enemy out of the suburbs ; Major Reid, with the 
troops from Hindoo Kao’s picket, co-operating on the left. 

3. Thus service was effectually and gallantly'performed, and the enemy 
driven in confusion and with much loss, under the cover of a very, heavy fire of 
grape and musketry from the walls of Delhi, and very nearly losing some of "the 
field guns they had brought outside. 

4. Our own loss, I am sorry to say,was severe, as will be seen by the 
•accompanying Return; and I extremely regret, to report that Brigadier-General 
Cfiam bed nip, the Acting Adjutant-General of the army, who accompanied Briga¬ 
dier Showers’ column, was severely wounded. The duties of the Adjutant-- 
General’s department have, therefore, again devolved on Captain Norman, 

5f Yesterday and to-day the enemy have remained perfectly quiet, with the 
exception of a fire ol artillery at intervals from the walls, to which our heavy 
batteries have replied.

The. above-named men agreed in their mdence.thai mutiny had been-openly- 
plotted in the company by a.strong party, to which; the senior men were opposed. 
The strongest abuse had been applied to the old subadar, and the havildar had 
been told he would be shot, because they were faithful to Government. Four 
men were named by the subadar as the* worst of the mutineers; they were sent 
for quietly, with other men who could be, trusted. They were told that as they 
were ill-pleased with the Company’s service they were discharged -from. it. They 


were paid up ; a-guard : was ready, a 
to. be kept there till further orders, 
some mischief in the lines if merely 
The havildar who commanded 
apprehensive of an 


attempt being made by thesowars to rescue the raen. The 
men then had no idea that we distrusted the sowars The men who. even after 
the mutiny, stuck to the officers (this havildar was one ) testified surprise when I 
t told them that the guns had been posted so as t© provide against a. vise of the 
-VCowars. The Major thought that if a court-martial were held oh the Jour 
accused, the delay might lead to an emeu.te, while a sudden blow at the root of 
; dhe evil would do good. Only one man of the 12th, a Hindoo, was named as 
,.:fy;sharing. in tl>e. plot;, lie was a well-behaved, quiet man. I believe that the 
* Sikhs of the 12th. were taking an open share in the plot, and that the Artillery 
did not dare to.denounce them. The officers put great trust in the Sikhs ; the 
Poorbeas were well aware of this, and it made the Sikhs formidable to thenn 
This man was believed to be innocent, his protestations wore believed, and lie 
was not punished. I believe that the dismissal of the four men- had a good 
effect on the Artillery Company ; it intimidated the ill-affected, add it undoubtedly 
■ encouraged, the faithful portion. Major. Kirke from that night had the w hole 
of the guns of the battery brought in front of the quarter-guard of the 12th 
Native Infantry. I think that the men of the company felt affronted and 
liumiliatgd by this measure. I observed that the old sulmdgr, two days after

Major Kirke at once sent for the native officers of the 12th Native Infantry ; 
said he Bad received the petition from the various companies (the fifth had by 
this time been received), and that he was much pleased, and would report the 
loyalty of the wing to the Govemor-General. The native officers yfere alk>\ved 
to say what they pleased about their fidelity, &c v and then the news from Jhahsi 
was communicated. They were much dismayed and sincerely distressed. They 
set to work at onpp, and drew up a letter to the left wing at jhansi, tellihg them 
of the right wing’s offer to serve against the rebels; .ifiat .they had done very 
wrong in mutinying, and should at once undo what they had done. The letter 
was at. once dispatched by an express. 

The rissaldar commanding the Irregulars w r as present on this occasion: he 
hacl come to speak to Major Kirke about a letter (dated the 3rd instant) he had 
just received from his commanding officer at Jhansi, lieutenant Campbell, 
desiring him to give up the names ' of. sonic' (sowars that' he • had. reported.'to ; 
Major Kirke as using mutinous language.; ( f N ■ ^ (ri v/ri 

Thd truth was this : several sowars were said by a drumffifT of the . 12% 
Native Infairiry to have told him in the Sudder baghhr that they would make 
erotys* meat of him. Tire rissaldnr appears to have been aware of sfich words 
haring been used, and for some object or other stated to Major Kirke that his 
younger men would be likely to talk foolishly in the bazaar, and he therefore 
begged that they might be forbidden the bazaar after a certain hour. Lieutenant 
Campbell must have heard something about this, and thereon wrote the rissaldar 
the above letter the flay before the mutiny. The riSSaldar’s object in coming 
was To say that he had never accused any of liis men of having actually used 
mutinous language. He was’very indignant about it. - ’ri.A A$l 

K The rissaldar was much discomposed at the Jhansi news ; he was a grey- y 
headed roan, whose constitution Was delicate, and to him it was of consequence. A 
to keep his rank and pay: the fanatical feelings the Eed festival raises in a 
Maliomedan had had time to cool, and he appeared now anxious to conciliate. 

A parade was ordered at once, and the native officers dismissed with, injunctions 
not to say anything toqhe men about Jhansi until the revolt was anno a need on 
parade. 

The rigid wing, 12th Native Infantry, vyhen asked if they would stand by 
the colours, rushed forward to them as one man, and were enthusiastic in their 
expressions of fidelity. * The Artillery Company" embraced their gun:? with 
expressions of devotion. The men of the 14th said at once that they would be 
true to Government. They expressed no enthusiasm. 

The officers, were much gratified at the men’s reply, and word of it was sent 

That day (the 5th June) two parties of the 14th Irregulars, consisting of 
forty sowars, each under a native officer, were dispatched to Jhansi and Luliutpoor, 
at the requisition of the Superintendent of jhansi, under authority from the 
Lieutenant-Governor at, Agra. The Jhansi party was required to relieve one of 
like • strength,.under the command of Lieutenant Eyves, 12th Native Infantry. 

On the 7th of June, a report was received from the native officer commanding 
' the. Jhansi. -party - to the effect that he had halted at Mowraneepoor (thirty miles 
from Nowgong) on hearing that all the Europeans at J-hausi were murdered. T 
same sowai brought a letter from the tesslldar of Mowraneepoor saying they 
same, and mentioning that a muck and four sepoys of/tlie' ri^h’t- wing. 12thii,Dlatiye. 
Infantry, were there with;some magazine stores. They had left Nowgong on the 
"30th May with musket amnunfition and buff-beltsfrom .Allahabad, for the Depmty 
Superintendent at Jhansi,, The iiews of the mutiny had caused them to turn 
backwhenabout ten miles from Jhansi. T- Ty/ririT .

and never before did I see them show so much good feeling as they had at all times 
done since the 23rd May, when the alarm arose that a massacre of the officers 
was meditated. I believe that in the majority of the men sincerity and fidelity 
existed, and that many who mutinied did so under intimidation, and from an 
infatuated feeling that mutiny was a matter of destiny at present, Benares 
Brahmins having predicted it. 

The Artillery Company had been cheerful and well-disposed until the guns 
had been Brought before our .quarter-guard. 

The Driver Company were unruly for a few days in May, while an impres¬ 
sion was abroad that the Infantry would not fire cartridges, hut they quieted 
down the moment the Infantry fired, and they remained so. The Artillery 
Sergeant told me of this feeling, which went to this length, that the men paid 
little attention to his orders, and were very much elated. Lieutenant, Townsend

let the magiizine be opened. I perceived., too, that of the men around uie^ soriab / 
were in the .plot, and wished to save Mr. Ewart and myself. The Jemadar 
Mobaruek Ally gave me a most meaning warning look, and waved Ms hand, as 
a sign that l had better go. It was clear that I could effect nothing, so I went 
back to the mess, ordering lieutenant Ewart to come with me. Major Kirke, 


and the officers with him, tried to induce the sepoys that were there (about I 
to attack the mutineers, but they all fell back, and the attempt had been given

A party of the rnutineers had now come almost In front of the mess4iouse,i/ 
with one giin. The iMajor seeing this ordered us to Icayel$he.;'caiitonmehts^ and 
we began to retire : the sowar orderlies then galloped off to their: lines, ; Wlieif 
we. hfM proceeded about S00 vards/a round shot and a round of grape, or can- 
nriter, were bred at us. its'we were...nddeivirom .sig^rt,-' the aim was incorrect.,, 
and no one was hurt. Mrs. Mawe, wife of the .Doctor, Mr. Smalley, the Band 
•Master,' and Ms wife, had joined us at the mess; no ladies were left behind, and 
w^e pushed on. The Major'^ directed us to take the road to Chutterpore, jbut; i 
Dr. .Maiwc,; who -was leading in. a buggy, took the GurovS-lee read, which crosses 
the other at right angles. It was most providential that thi>s mistake was made, 
as it led to the sowars, when their thirst; for;-pi 11 nder was somewhat appeased, 
going out to Gurowlee in quest of us. When it was dark, and we were hidden 
from cantonments by a hill, we turned towards Chrrtterpore, 'meaning 'to-get on 
the metalled road that deads direct to it, t hrough (he town of Mhow ; providen- 
tiidly again opr intentions were accidentally defeated. We had kept too ranch 
to aur:right, and found impassable ground between us and this road; we, there- 4 
.fore,, took the road to the Gora'Lake, and, do arrival there, we found a Bhooudeea^ t 
boatman, a servant of the Adjutant 12th Native Infentry, Ueutenant Jackson, 
who topk us by a country road to Chutterpore, which we reached at day-break 
in -safety. . ,. : ' -■ 

Had the sowars attacked us on the way, I do not think - the. - thirty Sepoys,.. * 
who were with ns would have been of any use/they were so panic-stricken, and 
that the party w ould have been cut up. - The bungalows were surmunded byi 
the mutineers the moment we left: they took what they plpased, let no one else 
take anything, and then burned the burigalowjs, guarding them till no one dare 
enter ; they then plundered the bungalows, and, plunder being over, they serff 

f arties in quest of us. I beliewe the sowars reproached the infantry for not 
aving killed us all; they ranged the country for us, and seizing our servants 
threatened their lives, under a mpposifioit that they knew what road We had 
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c x».i wnety,Accompanied.me at life own wish. We met a number of. people 
9 p.m., carrying,' towards Mhow, wood they had plundered from houses in 

H Wh^bmul that all the thatched bungalows had been burned; three pueca 
s'-'Wene staling? two of them are very smalt ones. Of the public buildings 
Wl , one had been burned, the bungalow of the Serjeant-Major of the 12th 
Native Infantry. The magazine of the 12th Native Infantry had been - blown up. 

The min of the 12th had set lire to their lines, but very few huts were burned ; 
thev were tiled. The Artillery and Cavalry lines were uninjured ; so were the 
Vljfcaars of the 12th, and the Cavalry. A large portion of the main street, of the 
, udder bazaar was burned down. One house was still burning ; 1 had no means 
. of putting the tire out. A guard from Chutterpore was in the station for its mwmm 

protection. They were guarding some grain in the Sudder bazaar, meaning, I 
to keep it; and they allowed hundreds of villagers to plunde

'Wm pi# I fear they have allowed the public buildings to be deprived of all their 

ft - ; woodwork, and the huts to be stripped of their roofs for the timber. They could 

easily have prevented plunder, for lieutenant Townsend and myself cleared the 
station by tiring a few shots, so as not to hurt any one. I gave the official in 
charge of the station the mcSst particular orders that villagers were to be iiitirrii— 
dated, arid if that, failed shot down to prevent plunder. He, and others at 
Now gong, tlioiight our rule was over, and the station his Ranee’s for the future, 

and my Orders were listened to, but not carried out. 

I found a sepoy (a Brahmin) in one hospital in the last stage of sickness, 
left there to starve/or be killed by dogs; and an old bed-ridden woman, mother 
of an invalided naick, and grandmother of a sepoy musician, who had left her 
uncared for, to march with the rebels. I entrusted them to the Moofedar ot the 
cantonments, who resides in the village Bellaree, close ah hand, and gave his 
servant money-for their food. This man, Bumgopal Bilchit, and his head . 
servant, Lalla Doma, were well disposed towards our Government., and did their 
best to give us information of the doings ol the mutineers. On ( lie (lay ot the 
mutiny he sent us word that the forty sowars on their way hack froin Mowranee- 
poor to Nowgong, had given out at Alipore (a large place ten miles from 
Nowgong) that they were going back to murder ail the Europeans. Ipe

Major Kirke took no notice of the inforuiatkm beyond mentioning it to 
myself and some of the officers. ■ i- A A 

The head-quarters of the regiment matched from Chutterpore oil tlie 
night of the 12th, arid reached Muhoha cm the morning of the 15th. Major 
Kirke left the party during the first march, and went to Logassee, where 1 met 
him on the night of the 1,3th. The Rajah was very kind and hospitable to us. 
Next morning we left, under an escort furnished by the Ranee fif Nyagong. 
VW left it—a place called Koolpeeha, on the borders of the Chirkeree country—■ 
and at daybreak of the 15th reached Chirkeree. The Rajah, in fear of the 
rebels. was most unwilling to receive .ns, and hid us, from sight. If§| the course 
of the day he heard of a dip from Agra having reached Miihoba, and then he 
seemed .better* disposed. In the evening ho no longer dreaded publicity, aud

Mr. Game,. the Deputy Collector, was there; but his district was so ■ 
disturbed that he had made arrangements for the Raiah of Chirkeree taking

On the 16th news cdtoein of the mutiny at Banda and at Humeerpore One 
party, therefore, mtoched on the night of the 17th for Kaltinger fold Mifzapore 
or Chuaar, ihsfead of Allahabad, as before intended. The guide took the party 
out Of the wav to a village, Jewrbhd,* in the Jalan territory. A pass between 
two hilts was pointed out as the one we were to proceed by. Some armed ufofr 
. were ui it and on the hills. The men in the village, too, wereall provifo^'wifif 
big lathees. Ufo thought they were afraid of us, and assured them we liad nuf 
.hostile" intentions. As matchioekitten were guardingthe orAf:, village foe had' 
passed on the way, and the whole country seemed akirmed,' we thought that fro 
danger against us led to the men being on the hills;-'indeed, it was thought they 
were seeking their own -safety; ■ ■ ’ v- .vryTTfo 

The sun was up, so the party-baited under some trees some distance from 
the pass. About noon the men In the pass sent us a message demanding 
money.f The meu were ordered to be ready to force the pass at 4 pm if. and- 
they seemed well pleased with the orders. But in less than an hour two of the 
native officers came to urge that the money should be paid. It was detennmed, 
after much consideration, that we must yield to the native officers and men, and 
let them have their own way in the matter. They wefe most obedient, and 
showed moi is than I ever before saw tltem show; but we 

felt that we could not coerce them, and could not defend 'The large number of 
women Und children without their aid ; indeed, it was tod great fob Die miinbef 
of sepoys we lmd, for on the march it was found utterly imposliiile to preverit 
the line of edits lengthening out to more than a mile. The country seemed 
reedy for rapirte, and the fi*oeboofcrs would have had little difficulty in collecting 
any number of ineii from the viliages ori our rdud. 

Mr. Came, the' Deputy- Coll^br, was with us. The Rajah of Ghirkeree 
'HP refused, to shelter him, and he was of opinion that the escort of the party 
Kallinger should be purchased as offered; The men •aehordingly paid down 
300 rupees to the head of the party, who called himself Prah Sh§; and apnlted 
to tlie officers for 400 rupees, to make up the advance agreed orK || was given, 
them, and the whole was paid tp Pt-an Sing, x- . 

Next morning, before dnybreak, as the party were getting ready to move on 
without Fran Sing (who had not anneared),'tlie'camp fobs fired into from a tree 
bi4ween it ami the pass, where some -men were gathered. The sepoys iotiuediatellli 
began to fire wildly, and after a few minutes they all retreated' save ten or twelve

Tile party then, pushed on, and crossed the eane above Banda. They,'halt 


llah for a short time, but, some, villagers ^ threatening-, them, they mounted 
id rode off. Dr. and Mrs. Mawe here fell off’ their horse; he had been suffering 
terribly for some time, and he died in liaif-an-hour. The villagers plundered 
him and his wife before he died, and ^theri left them. In an hour or two more 
illagers came down, and searched Mrs. Mawe for plunder, and then made her 
mllv, barefooted, three miles to their village, Makkoopoor. Early in the 
norning of the 22nd June they'sent lief off in a doolie to Banda. She was met 
on the way by a palkee the Nawah had sent out when he heard of her being in 
their village. The Nawab had sent orders to all the villagers round not to injure 
” iropeans. Mrs. Mawe reached Banda in an hour of two’s time; she had 
fered terribly from the sim and fatigue. 

J regret to say that Lieutenant J. H. Barber died on the 20th, an hour or 
two after Dr. and Mrs. Mawe were left behind ; he fell from Ms horse as if shot. 
Lieutenant Ewart died on the 22nd, also of sun-stroke. Mr. Harvey Kirke went 
to a village to get him some water, though lie was insens became with a 
troop of villagers 3 r eUing at his heels like devils, and the party were obliged to 
push on. They were, shortly after this, drinking at a village, and observed a 
signal given by one of the villagers. Serjeant Kirchpff" was too slow, in mounting, 
and lit? was stunned with blows and left for dead. ■? Lieutenant Jackson, 
Mr, Harvey Kirke, and Mrs. Kirchoff,. were able to get away. They were well 
treated when they entered the Adzighur territory, and, after resting some days, 
were sent on to Nagode, which they reached on the 29th June. 

I am glad to say that Serjeant Kirchoff .came to himself alter the villagers 
had left him for dead, got up, and reached a village in Adzighur .territory, where 
he was kindly treated. He was sent on direct to Nagode, and arrived here on 
the 24th or 25th June. He and his wife have gone on to Mirzapore ; so have 
Mrs. Mawe and her child. Lieutenant Jackson is at Bewah, employed as second 
in command of a force being raised there. Lieutenant Kenungton, Ensign 
Franks, and myself are here, detained by Major Hampton, commanding. 
Mr. Smalley, the 12th Native. Infantry band-master, is also here; his child died 
on the TOad. |;5U:k..i -'5-5 ’M 

We all found the villagers in the British tdbitory,Most hostile. One man 
sheltered njyjsplf and party on the 20tii, and gave us food. 1 have reported his 
conduct to the Collector of Banda; and a sepoy of the 50th Native Infantry, 
named Eabuecus, ran after Lieutenant Jackson along way, to say that he had a 
strong party at his village, and would protect him as J6ng as he chose to remain

Ere 1 left Banda, fourteen drummers of the 12th Native Infantry, and our 
Artillery bugler, with their families (forty-one persons in all), reached Banda, 
The Nawah gave the strictest orders in the city that, if any one molested : them, 
he tvould blow him from a gun.; he .also gave the drummers soipe money. I f 
have written to him to request him to advance them money (which I should be 
responsible for), its this is the rainy season, and thepe are no tents for the men 
and their • families.- I thuiL it bettor, to jet thoui wnfain -wul^ tile 1 Nawa-bfs.

was killed, thank God, by the mutineers. I know that three of the four 


^■ ;r z'?w? r — ----- as missing were not left behind ; they 
left us on the 19th, seeking, I suppose, some way of their own to escape by. 

Only one native was killed at Nowgong by the mutineers—the acting 
Ha vddar-Major Alice Maim Sing, of No. 4 Company : Subadar Doolar Tewairy, 
invalided from the 12th Native'infantry, was wounded in the abdomen by a 
bydiet 6iv the 4 9th June. I hear that he died a day or two after at Muhoba of 
his wound. Two sepoys were likewise wounded by the matchlock-men on. the 
19th June: one was a Sikh, Kami Sing; the other’s name is Salegram Sing, 
Grenadier; Company. Roderick, an Artillery bugler, was wounded on the same 
occasion. The seppys left at Kubrai went on to Banda. After leaving that 
place 1 know not where they went. I saw Jemadar Emarn Bux there the day I 
entered the city, namely, the 21st of June.

He. escaped to the city fort, pursued by sowars, some of whom were 
Wounded' by the officer inside it. lieutenant Turnbull of the Artillery, employed 
in the Revenue Survey, failed to reach the fort. 1 suppose he was on foot; he 
took refuge in a tree ; he was seen to climb it, ibid was shot down. -Lieutenant 
Burgess, of tile Revenue Survey Ddparftnent, and some of his English and 
Eurasian subordinates, had been living for seme time in the city fort. On the 
evening of the 4th of June he was joined by MajorSkene, his wife (and, 1 believe, 
two children). Captain Gordon, Madras Native Infantry, Dr. McEgan, 12th 
Native Infantry, and his wife, Lieutenant Powys, Cth Native Infantry, canal 
department, and his wife and child, two ladies from Oral, relatives or guests to 
Captain Browne, and the English and Eurasian employe# in the Civil and Canal 
Departments, and Salt Excise.

which I heard killed a good number of our men, who, not being prepared, and the 
fire being so heavy and so very close to us, ran off the road into the fields on the 
other side, and from thence commenced firing on the tope. I lost on the road 
the native officer, a first-rate fellow, who was shot close to me, and also some 
men, hut how many. I do not know, as we did not go near the place again. The 
men were dreadfully scattered, and there was great difficulty in collecting them; 
some did not join us till next day, and others were dropping in alt night. We 
then retreated to another road£and lay down behind a small “ bund, M which 
rose along both sides of the road facing the topes in which the rebels were, arid 
which afforded a capital shelter from the fire, which was kept up at short intervals 
all night. It was after retreating to this bund, that Ensign Anderson was killed; 
poor fellow ! he was shot dead through the heart. We remained here during the 
iihole night, and at daylight started back for the steamer, a distance of about 
thirteen miles. We were followed in large numbers by the rebels; the main body 
would not come within range, but they sent out a great number of sepoys (pickect 
shots, I fancy) right and left, who took advantage of every tree and inequality of 
the ground the whole wav, and kept up, without the least cessation, a most severe 
five ou our column the whole march—nearly all, or a great part, of their shot 
telling on us, whereas they were so much scattered, and so well covered, that 
they did net suffer much loss: however, although we lost a great number of men, 
we arrived at the gbafc with ..comparatively very little loss to what we expected.

You must bear in 
mind how 1 ainTrampex’ed, that I have upwards of 120 sick and wounded; and, 
at least, 220 women, and about 230 children, and no carriage of any description, 
besides sacrificing twenty-three lacs of treasure, and about thirty guns of sorts, 
fn consequence of the news received, I shall soon put this force on half rations,- 
Our provisions will last us then till about the 10th of September. If you hope to 
save this force no time must be lost in pushing forward. We are daily, being 
attacked by the enemy, who are within a few yards of our defences.* Their 


mines have already weakened our post, aiid I have every reason to believe they 
are carrying on others. Their 18-pounders are within 150 yards of some of our 
batteries, and from their position, and our inability ,,to form working parties, we 
cannot reply to them, and, therefore, the danmgc .ps‘vefy great.

conspiring to injure their name in the eyes of Government. 

' Before dismissing the brigade I warned the men to behave in the orderly 
maimer they have done for the last month, and not to listen to the lies that 
scoundrels (who wished to injure them, or lead them to desert) propagated ; but 
to seize such villains and take them to their officers, where these traitors would 
be severely punished ; and further, if any thing or report disturbed their minds, 
to come to me and I would explain eveiy matter satisfactorily to them. 

I then adverted to the period that was approaching when the annual relief 
of corps was usually published ; and said that, as the 2nd Grenadiers had now 
been nearly four years, and the 43rd Native Infantry more than three years, in 
Bengal, those corps were likely to be sent up country, nearer to their homes, 
should their services not be required in this, pro vines.

FOR the information of the General, I beg to hiclose a list of those who 
were killed at Jhansie. The mutiny commenced on the 5th June j on the 6th, 
four officers were killed on the parade; the others, who escaped into the fort, 
were massacred on the 8th. It is the general impression that the mutineers, 
after killing their own officers and plundering the Treasury, were going off, and 
it was only at the instigation of the Jhansie Ranee, with the view of her 
obtaining possession of the district, that they attacked the fort, together with 


Ranee, with the view of her 

other armed men, furnished by the loanee. For two days our officers held out 
bravely, shooting: several who attempted to force an entry into the fort, but, as 
they had no guns or ammunition, or food, they gave themselves up after the 
mutineers had sworn most solemnly to allow them to go unmolested. Yet they 
allowed them to be massacred by the Ranee's people in their presence, in a moat 
cruel and brutal manner, having no regard to sex or age. For this act, tlfe 
mutineers are said to have received 35,000 rupees in cash, two elephants, and 
five horses, from her. The Ranee has now raised a body of about 14,000 men, 
and has twenty guns, which had been kept concealed by the former Jhansie 
Chief by being buried within the fort, and of which nothing was known to our 
officers. I am not certain whether she intends to make any resistance in case 
our troops come to this quarter, but none of the other native chiefs in Bundel- 
eund have as yet turned against our Government. The Jalowan Chief has 
raised a body of about 12,000 men, but! do not think he would fight against us. 
There is a rumour here that Major Erskine, Commissioner of the Saugor ancl 
Nerbudda territories, Jalowan and Jhansie, is coming this side with some Madras 
regiments, hut of this 1 am not certain. At Saugor, too, a portion of our troops 
have mutinied, but no particulars are known, and, from my peculiar' position 
here, I have been unable to communicate with him. 

We hope to hear that more troops have arrived, and all will soon be settled 
in every quarter. Please to let me know how affairs are at Meerut; whether 
the two Europeans Corps which were there are still in statu quo, or have gone

For 
this reason I cannot send on to you Colonel Fischer's column Unbroken, as I 
wished to do. That column was at Burfaee yesterday; it consists of one 
Madras regiment, one weak wing (860 men) of Her Majesty’s 53rd, and one 
Madras Battery. This force must in the first instance turn aside to Hazareebaugh 
and Dornoda. to dispose of the jRamghur mutineers. When this has been 
done, one-half will remain at Dorunda, and the other half will continue its 
route to Benares, hut with authority to remain for three days in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the Soane and Sasseram, to put down Ummer Sing’s marauders, arid the 
mutineers of the 5th Cavalry, if this can he done speedily; at all events they 
will be driven away from the road. But this half column is ail that can he 
expected to arrive at Benares by the road for some time to come. It clearly is 
not sufficiently strong to help the Rewah Rajah. Any force sent into Rewah 
must be strong enough to take the chance of the Rewah troops turning against 
us; for their fidelity lias not yet been proved. 

Then as regards the Madras regiment which is coming up the river, one 
half of this regiment is already at Benares. The other half has been stopped by 
Mr. Samuelis, with the intention of sending them up the Gogra to Allygunge. 

I have disapproved of this, and he has been directed not to send them oil Until 
further orders; but perhaps the instruction may arrive too late. It cannot, 
therefore, be counted as certain that this Madras wing will get to Benares. 

Then there is Major Cotter's Battery at Benares. 

None of the troops which I have enumerated are required by Ceneral 
Outram; this is clear from his letter to you of the 5th. Therefore the question 
is, whether they can be employed best on the side of Rewah, or on the side of 
GorUckpore.

Koer Sing may have 
come up the ghauts to avoid the European troops moving towards Cawnpore ; he 
may have come to persuade the 31st, 50th, and 52nd, to mutiny, and join him in 
plundering this part of the country; should the latter be the plan, we shall be 


plundering this part of the country; should the latter be the plan, we shall be 
all the better for the three companies of the 33rd and 4th Light Cavalry. I am 
in hopes of hearing daily that they have Started. _ Erslrine is at present near 
Saugov; the rebels have fled from the Dumob district, and expect, when lie 
hears the news from Rewah, he will move in this direction.

I have spies in their meeting-places, 
know the leaders and some of the sepoys who have joined them; but, unfortu¬ 
nately, and it is a humiliating confession for a British subject to make, am 
unable to arrest them: however, in a few days, when 1 hope to see some

They 
might, by great exertion, have started on Friday morning, the 18th, as 1 had 
settled with the Brigadier on the 12th, on receipt, on that day, of letters

the conspirators, and that Koer Sing, having met with a cold reception in 
Rewah, had descended the ghauts again, I complied with the Colonel’s request 
to postpone the march of the Cavalry until the 21st, so as to give’him the chance 
of getting off in. less inclement weather than prevailed then, and of fording the 
river in place of having to cross it while it was deep and rapid. I fear, however, 
that nothing will be gained by the delay in these respects, as the weather is still 
very unfavourable. Colonel Cumberlege will, I have no doubt, push on with 
all practicable expedition. On the 1st instant, the day after the termination of 
the Mohurrum, 1 arranged with the Brigadier to relieve the two companies of 
the 33rd at Budool by a similar detachment of the 26th, in order to enable the 
former to join the moveable column; but intelligence, received from Raeepore on

The third column, under Colonel Campbell, of Her Majesty’s 52nd Light 
Infantry consisting of 200 of his own regiment, the Kuraaon Battalion (250 
men), and the 1st Punjaub Infantry (500 men), was directed against the 
Cashmere gateway. This column was preceded by an explosion party, under 
Lieutenants Home and Salkeld, of the Engineers, covered by the 60th Rifles. 
The demolition of the gate having been accomplished, the column forced an 
entrance, overcoming a strenuous opposition from the enemy's Infantry and
